One of the biggest farm auction 
sales ever held in Rush eounty will 
take place Wednesday afternoon at

organization is not 
interferring with their work in the 
least, and there P no duplication of 
effort.

Tuesday Will be Hundredth Anniver­ 
sary of Meeting of The First 
Court in The County

The plaintiff 
alleges that the de­

that he does not now own property 
with 
which 
the judgment can be 
satisfied, and the court is asked to 
set aside the deed, so that the plain­ 
tiff can collect.

A resolution endorsing the work of 
the Rush County 
Centennial Com­ 
mittee in making 
preparations

celebrate the one-hundredth anniver­ 
sary o f tin* birth o f Rush county 
June 14 and 15, was adopted by the 
Rush eounty board of commissioners 
today. 
The civil activities of the 
county 
were set in motion one hundred years 
ago last Saturday 
when tin* first 
board of commissioners met at 
the 
home of 
Jehu 
Perkins 
south 
ot 
Rushville, in accordance with an a *t 
of the legislature, approved Decem­ 
ber 31, 1821, creating tin* e o.r.ty of 


R u sh . 
The first ;,*d of J lie commissioners 
was t«» divide 
tin* county into six 
townships— Fnion, 
Ripley, 
Noble, 
Washington, Richland 
and Orange. 
As the county increased in popula­ 
tion. seven 
townships 
were added 
from time to time until 1830 as fol­ 
lows; 
Green, 
February 12, 1823; 
Rushville, August 11, 1823; Walker, 
March <». 1820; Center, Jan u ary 
4,- 
1830; Jackson, August 18, 1830; An- 
der-oii 
Nnvembc r 
9, 
1830; 
ami 
Posey. 
The 
county 
retained 
the 
townships in this form until March 
8, 1859 when the commissioners re­ 
modeled the townships and decrea­ 
sed their number to twelve, evident­ 
ly being superstitutious of the num­ 
ber thirteen. 
Green township was 
the one dropped.

by the 
commissioners today reads as 
fol­

W H E R E A S , on April 1, 1882 
the first Board of Commission­ 
ers of Rush County met at the 
home of Jehu Perkins and or­ 
ganized the County and there­

W H E R E A S , it is proposed to 
celebrate the one hundredth :*n- 
n¡versary of the founding of the 
County on June 1 Itli and 15th,

debt of gratitude that is due to 
our pioneer forefathers and to

h as attended the citizens of the 
County for the 
past 
century, 
therefore. 
B E IT R E S O L V E D , that we, 
the 
Commissioners

Rush 
County in 
regular session as­ 
sembled, endorse the action of 
the

in 
their efforts to 
hold an observance that is wor­ 
thy of an event of such impor­ 
tance and we call upon the peo­ 
ple 
of Rush County to pay a 
tribute 
of 
gratitude 
to 
the 
Founders of the County and to

remembrance 
their works. 
Tuesday will be the hundredth an­ 
niversary of the organization of the 
first court in Rush eounty and it is 
expected that the event will be for­ 
mally recognized in the circuit court. 
The first court met at tin* home of 
Stephen Sim m s which was an 80- 
acre farm lying west of what 
is 
now known as the New Salem pike 
and across Flatrock river south of 
Rushville. 
W illiam W . W iek, judge of 
the 
fifth circuit, was 
presiding 
judge 
and Elias Po-dton and North Parker 
were associates. 
Roliert Thompson 
was clerk of the court by virtue of 
a commission from Governor Jenn- 
itYgs, and at the first session he pre­ 
sented a 
crude 
seal 
which 
was 
adopted as the seal of the county. 
The morning session adjourned to 
meet at 2 p. m. at the home of Jehu 
Perkins and at the afternoon 
ses­ 
sion Hiram M. Currv, who was ad­ 
mitted to the bar as 
the first at­ 
torney, 
was appointed oroseeuting 
attorney and immediately sworn into 
office.

sheriff, reported the panel of grand 
jurors and the grand jury, after a

A. T. Mahin received word early 
Sunday morning of the death of his 
brother, tin* Rev. Charles \Y._JHahin, 
formerly of this city, who has been 
a resident of Grcensburg, Kas., for 
several years, being in the ministry 
id* tin* Christian church of that city. 


The Rev. Mr. Mahin w a s about 59 
years old, and moved from here 18 
or 20 years ago, going to Angola, 
where he studied ministry and took 
up his new vocation. While here lie 
was an attorney, and was trustee of 
Rushville township for several years. 


After entering the ministry, In* was 
an evangelist, 
but in recent years 
had a charge in Grcensburg, K a s ., 
where lie died. 
Mr. Mahin was a 
cripple and used a 
wheel chair. 


He was taken ill on March 8, and 
cancer of tin* stomach 
was 
the 
cause of his death. He was a mem­ 
ber of tin* local order of Red Mon. 
A widow, an adopted son, tlfree sis­ 
ters and two brothers survive. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mahin of this city 
left Sunday for Greensburg, where
